INDUSTRIAL NOTES. 


Census Report of Manufacturers.— 
According to the thirteenth United 
States Census Report, as issued by 
Census Director Durand, the total value 
of the manufacturing industry in_ the 
United States is $20,672,052,000. This 
is an increase of 40% over the previous 
census. 





The capital invested increased 45%: 
the gross value of product, 40%; cost. 
cf materials, 43%: value added by 


manufacture, 86%; average number of 
wage earners employed, 21%; amount 
paid in wages, 31%; number of sala- 
ried officials and clerks, 52%; amount 
paid in salaries, 63%; miscellaneous 
expenses 34%. 


n the number of manufacturing es- 
tablishments a gain of 24% is noted 
as there were 268,491 factories in 1909 
as against 216,180 in 1904. 

There was a gain of $5,752.689,000 in 
capital investment. The total capital 
in 1909 was $18,428,270,000 while there 
was only $12,675,581,000 in 1904. The 
average capital Rt establishment was 
approximately $69,000 in 1909. 

In the matter of cost of materials, 
however, it must be taken into con- 
sideration that there has been an in- 
crease in price of general commodities 
in all branches of trade during the 
last five years and it has made no ex- 
ception in the manufacturing trade. A 
rise in the price of materials used, 
therefore, would not denote a corre- 
sponding rise in the amount of busi- 
ness and profits. 

The cost of materials in 1909 was 
$12,141,291,000 as against $8.500,208,000 
in 1904, an increase of 43%. These 
figures include expenses such as fuel, 
power, heat and mill supplies.
